Th« •ritlsh W«re Successful. 


Glencoe Camp, Oct. 22.—The battle 


fought on,Friday was a brilliant suc- 
cess.' Tho Boers got a reverse which 
possibly may, for a time at any rate, 
check all aggressive action. 


The British artillery practice in the 


eai-Jy'jpart qf the day,decided the bat- 
tle. The seizure of Dundee Hill by 
the Bpers w^as a surprise, for, although 
the pickets had been exchanging 
shots all night, it was not until a shell 
boomed over the town .into the camp 
that- their presence was discovered. 
Then the shells came fast. The hill 
positively was alive with the swarning 
Boers, still the British artillery got to 
work w,lth magnificent energy and 
precision. 


The Boers who threatened the Brit- 


ish rear have retired. 


The fight. almost was an exact 


counterpart. of that at Majuba Hill, 
except that the positions of the Boer 
and British forces were reversed. 


A rough estimate places the British 


loss at 250, killed and wounded, and 
that of the Boers at 800. 


In Fierce Battle. 


Ladysmith, Natal, Oct. 22.—Four 
thousand Boers, with twelve gun*, 
made an attack on the British camp 
at Glencoe, but were repulsed with 
heavy .loss. At dawjj, after a. day of 
fierce fighting, the artiliery fire,/ be- 
came furious. The Boer guns were 
badly served, while the,. British nre 
was true and deadly. The Boer bat- 
teries were silenced and the British 
troops charged the Boer intrench- 
ments. 


Over the banks they went with a 


rush, and after desperate hand-to- 
band fighting tho Boers retreated in 
panic. 


The British captured five guns, This 


battle began in a flank attack" by a 
column of Boers that had 
crept 


around in the rear of the camp. They 
Were manoeuvring to force a wedge 
^between the British troops here and 
at Glencoe to cut off the camp there 
from support to General White's main 
body. General Symons, commanding 
at Glencoe, was wounded. The Boers 
returned after their repulse, and the 
British were hard iresaed. Part of the 
Boer artillery was posted on a hill 
that .commanded every part of the 
camp. The English guns were trained 
on this battery and a rapid fire was 
concentrated on it. As soon afe the 
Boers' guns were, silenced the. King's 
Rifles and the Dublin Fusiliers were 
ordered to charge the enemy's post: 
ti'phV .tiiiiejr' advanced' Under coyer of 
the British guns 2,000 yards distant' 
The telegraph' operator at Glencoe 
telegraphed ,Ladysmith: Tb,e ?pub|iin 
- Fusileerp :sUerieed the •flfst^BJa!$r;,bjat- 
tery, the Britishers going clean over 
the hill. Five of the Boers' guns were 
taken. The fighting was heavy.

The'.'bullt-up and veneered door of pine 
woof, bpwever, has every appearance 
of a solid door, and, made of selected 
vtneens, it may be more beautiful than 
ai solid door would ba.

Because It Is no Crime In Texas 


Counterfeit _Nlckols. 


Governor Sayer* has just pardoned 


out of the. pennltentiary a man named 
Draughtcup, who was sent up three 
years ago. to serve a ton-year sentence 
for counterfeiting. 
His release from 


prison is on peculiar gvounds: He was 
sent up under the State law Cor coun- 
terfeiting. The money he counterfeited 
and passed' was nickel*. His release 
was secured on the ground that under 
the-. Texas law there could be no coun- 
terfeiting of money save of gold and 
sijveiv The cbnnterfciting of nickels 
was, therefore, argued not to be pun- 
ishable under the law of Texas, which 
Is very explicit In its definition of what 
counter!elting .is.' The legn 1! prp*«tn n- 
tipii of tliercase was to the effect that 
inasmuch as he was then serving 
a term of-imprisonment for a crime 
that was no crime onder the Texas 
laws.

LEfT BY FRANKLIN. 


Bequest Which Boston Will Spend 


in Building a Public Hall. 


The 
Franklin 
fund, 
which now 


amounts to about $400,000. and which 
•represents, with Interest, the result of 
a bequest of £1,000 which was left to 
the city of Boston by Benjamin Frank- 
lin in 1701, is to be expended. The full 
vote of the Aldermen-is needed as yet. 
but a plan:.has-been-broached .-and ac- 
cepted by the subcommittee to use one 
half of the sum for the erection of a 
public buildirtg which shall have a hall 
to :•!»« used as a public forum. Tho 
other half of the fund is to be spent 
for the extension 'of Mayor Quincy's 
bath and gymnasium schemes. . 


The public buildingvis to be known 


as .the Franklin Building, and it will 
be built in thejs<nith:end: ;it is planned 
to have various, meeting -rooms in it. 
and-to carry ou courses =of-lectures on 
trade subjects^ The; original idea of 
the fund as left by Dr. Franklin wag 
for the erection of a trade school. 
When this proposition was advanced 
by the ;cpmmittee^two years ago -nil 
the.liihor bodies..protested, and the Air 
dermen wore forced to retreat, having 
gpne so far as to secure a plot of laud 
for the building. -The trades.-union 
men objected to boys receiving instruc- 
tion at trades unless under their direct 
tuition, as apprentices.—Exchange.

marvelous life of the sea birds has re- 
ceived 'far 
from adequate attention. 


Like so many other denizens of 'that 
vast and densely populated world of 
waters, their inaccessibility has hinder- 
ed that close observation by trained 
naturalists necessary in order to de- 
scribe them is they deserve. And this, 
want is really to be wondered at, seer 
ing how fascinating is the study of 
oceanic fauna, and remembering what 
a wealth of leisure is enjoyed by mas- 
ters of sailing ships, which alone af- 
ford opportunities for observing the 
life of the sea-people. 


Easily first in point of Interest,, aft 


well as size, comes the lordly alba- 
tross, whose home is far south of the 
line, and whose empire 'is that illim- 
itable area of turbulent waves which 
sweep resistless round the world. 
Compared with his power of vision 
(sailors .give all things except a ship* 
the epicene gender "he"), the piercing 
gaze of the eagle or condor becomes 
myopic, unless, as indeed may be the 
case, he, possesses other senses un-, 
known to us by means of which he IS 
made aware of passing events interest- 
ing to him at incredible distances from 
them. Out of the blue void he comes 
unhasting, on motionless pinions, yet 
at such speed that, one moment a- speck 
hardly discernible, turn but your eyes 
away, and ere you can again look 
around he is gliding, majestically over- 
head. 


Despite his 
incomparable grace of 


flight, when gliding through mid-air 
with his mighty wings outspread, when 
ashore or on deck he is clumsy and 
ill-at-ease. Even seated upon the sea 
his proportions appear somewhat un- 
gainly, while his huge hooked beak 
seems too heavy, to be upheld. On 
land he can hardly balance himself, 
and the broad silky webs of his feel 
soon become lacerated. Thus his vis- 
its to the lone and generally inacces- 
sible rocks 
which are 
his breeding 


places are as brief as may be, since 
even conjugal delights are dearly pur- 
chased .with hunger and painful re- 
straint. A true child of the air, 
is hateful to him, and only on the wing 
does he appear to be really at home 
and easeful. 


At the bottom of the size scale, but 


In point of affectionate interest second 
to none, comes the stormy petrel, or 
Mpther Carey's chicken, a darling wee 
wanderer 
common to 
both 
hemi- 


spheres, and "beloved by all sailors. 
With its delicate, glossy black and 
brown plumage just necked with whtto 
on the open 'wings, and Its long slender 
legs reaching out first, on one side and 
then on the other as if to feel the sea, 
it nestles under the very curl .of the 
most mighty billows or skims the sides 
of their reverberating green abysses 
content as does the lark over a lush 
meadow. Howling hurricane or search- 
ing snow blasts pass unheeded over 
that velvety black head. The brave, 
bright eye dims -not, nor does the 
cheery ^little-note falter, even if the tiny 
traveler must needs cuddle up close 
under the iee of some big ship for an 
occasional crumb.
